He confessed today to four- 
teen murders, but refused to admit 
the other eight of which the police 
claim to have proof. There were sad 
scenes today when mothers recognized 
the garments of their sons in the spe- 
cial exhibition rooms at the police’ 
headquarters. 
Protest Police Negligence. 

The city is protesting tonight against 
the police negligence in not arresting 
Herr Haarmann, whose crimes took 
— during a period of five years. 
The murderer: sought his victims at 
the railroad stations, armed with the 
credentials of a police agent. When 
Haarmann himself was conversing 
with his victims he had an assistant 
named Grans, who got acquainted with 
the young men. Grans then took them 
to Haarmann’s butcher shop overiook- 
ing the river. :

Haarmann repeated over and over 
the details of his revolting crime, but \ 
saying again and again, “I killed only 
fourteen men,” whereas there are 
twenty-two ‘known dead. 

Denies He Is Insane. 

Haarmann denied at he was ir- 
Sane or mentally inferior. Blonde, 
blue eyes, of a mild nature, rather 
effeminate looking, Haarmann, the 
vampire man, appeared anything but 
the bloody tiger the police describe 
him to be. After having satisfied his 
blood lust, Haarmann severed the 
head and limbs and threw the bodies 
qut of the window into the river which 
ran by his house. Haarmann had a 
body in the house when arrested.

WIDER ROADS. 


Our highway system must be adjusted eventually 
to the motoring population of the district. Close 
to a million persons probably are on the highways 
on a heavy day. Clearly the highways are not 
now adequate to handle them. 

The time will come when road area will be co- 
ordinated with the car population of the region. 
Chicago has 300,000 cars, the nearby country has 
perhaps 100,000 more. Though the saturation 
point for automobile absorption is a continuing 
mystery, it is evident that there is somewhere a 
saturation point and that it can be estimated. Whiten 
that estimate is made, highway area, like air space 
in a public. building or ground space in apartment 


tion. 
furnishing data for thg scientific study of the 
problem. , 

For cars operating within the speed laws there 

should be, it would seem, at least 300 feet of 
roadway 8 feet wide for each car on the road. 
This is about 2,500 square feet per car. Its dis- 
tribution should be determined by careful survey of 
the needs. More roads or wider roads on such a 
basis would have equal effect in reducing conges- 
tion to a decent maximum. 
Meanwhile the widening of thirty-six highway 
crossings in the vicinity of Chicago by the Cook 
county board will reduce traffic and save lives. 
The work will be done by fall. If the state will 
show an equal initiative our county roads will be 
less dangerous and more nearly commensurate to 
the money the automobile owners have paid for 
them.

AN INNING FOR THE AGEING. 
PEAKING before the American Med- 
ical association, Dr. L. I. Dublin 
said that middle Aged and old peo- 
ple are about to have an inning. 
We have all heard it said that the very 
great improvement in health conditions 
brought about in the last thirty years 
related to the health of babies and older 
children. While having a baby is still 
a dangerous job, being a baby has be- 
come fairly safe. Thanks to milk cam- 
Paigns, fly campaigns, cleanup cam- 
paigns and infant welfare movements, 
babies now pass safely through the hot 
weather season and when frost comes 
exclaim: Never touched me” or its 
equivalent. te 
> 


Along with these point with pride 
there have gone such statements as 
“death rates of middle life increasing,” 
“heart disease mereasing.“ cancer in- 
creasing, and so on. Dr. Dublin says 
the death rates of middle aged and 
young-old people are no longer increas- 
ing. When we take account of the larg- 
er number of people who are living to 
reach the life period and when we weigh 
all things carefully, we find that a few 
years ago this group reached the worst, 
and since then their death rates have 
been falling. This fall will continue 
for years, he thinks. 

The principal reason is that these mid- 
dle aged people were better protected in 
youth. The man who gets through child- 
hood without having had rheumatism, 
growing pains, tonsillitis, measies, scar- 
let fever and such reaches full maturity 
with a better heart, better kidneys and 
better organs generally for the protec- 
tion he has had. 

To bring about the better measure of 
possible improvement, another kind of 
protection must be added. To do this 
is up to the middle aged man himee!: 
more than to the health depertm: nt. 
That problem consists in a periodic ex- 
amination to discover the general con- 
dition of the organs. This should be un- 
dertaken At least once a year. If the 
examination shows that Any organ is 
giving down, the proper treatmént should 
be given, Stopping the crawfish hole in 
the levee today prevents a deluge to- 
morrow. 

— — 

The proper treatment may not con- 
sist of anything more than outings for 
endurance, more exercise for wind, an 
hour earlier to bed, less gormandizirig : 
or it may mean measures to strengthen 
a leaking heart or to ease up over- 
worked kidneys. If the man most con- 
cerned will carry his part of the white 
man's burden, the improvement which 
Dr. Dublin finds has begun will con- 
tinue.
